PHOEBE SNOW RETURNS 
Phoebe Snow is back. 
Hopefully, she 
will pull a railroad out of the financial dol­ 
drums. 
For years the Lackawanna railroad fea­ 
tured its use of hard coal instead of soft. 
That mythical passenger, Phoebe Snow, 
was immortalized in a ditty that said she 
kept clean “upon the road of anthracite.” 
Many passengers took the Lackawanna 
from New York to Buffalo and points west, 
instead of the New York Central or the 
Pennsylvania, simply because the Lacka­ 
wanna was cleaner. 
But the blight that has hit rail passenger 
service all over the nation did not spare the 
Lackawanna. 
It finally had to merge with 
the Erie, and Phoebe Snow was laid on the 
shelf. 
As the combined Erie-Lackawanna 
still was not doing well, it called in a “rail­ 
road doctor.” One of his decisions has been 
to use the publicity assets already possessed. 
Phoebe Snow was retrieved from the shelf, 
and again enlivens the landscape between 
New York and Buffalo. 
The riders, whose abdication is the main 
cause of railroad woes, turned out in force 
to greet Phoebe. 
It is hoped they will con­ 
tinue to patronize her. 
If she prospers, 
that might encourage other lines to jazz up 
their passenger service. 
Western roads al­ 
ready have done this to advantage. 


A SUDDEN CAVEIN 
When miners are trapped in Pennsylvania 
or Utah, or wherever, there is a great hulla­ 
baloo of public interest. The drama of great 
hazard 
and 
intensive 
rescue efforts 
is 
heightened as suspense rises through hours 
and days. 
It is worth noting that less dramatic, 
though no less hazardous, caverns occur 
with disturbing frequency. Tragedies of 
this kind are not confined to mining com­ 
munities; they may occur in any towo, any­ 
where. 
The reference is to what happens all too 
often when boys dig caves, or play on sand­ 
banks or in newly dug trenches. There is 
an outcry; men run to the scene and dig 
frantically. 
Sometimes a child buried so 
abruptly under a heap of sand or dirt is 
brought out alive. More often, the rescuers 
are too late. 
Not all such tragic accidents can be pre­ 
vented. But parental care, and .sensible pre­ 
cautions at digging sites, could greatly re 
duce their number. 


THE SPIRIT PREVAILS 
The brightest threads in the fabric of 
the story about two Pennsylvania miners’ 
ordeal and ultimate rescue were the threads 
of hope and courage. 
The buoyancy of 
spirit that sometimes carries human beings 
through the most harrowing circumstances 
was here movingly demonstrated. 
When a rockfall thundered down to close 
the mine shaft behind them, David Kellin 
and Henry Throne doubtless felt a power 
ful surge of hope that they would be res­ 
cued. 
As days passed and it became evi­ 
dent that succor would not come quickly, 
hope must have waned at times. 
The remarkable thing is that hope did 
not die, that courage did not vanish down 
there in the dark silence. 
When contact 
was made from outside, the entombed men 
were able to joke and laugh. 
It was they 
who heartened those working so desperate­ 
ly at the surface. 
The episode indicates, 
once more, the extent to which man pre­ 
vails, not so much through physical endur­ 
ance as through his indomitable spirit. 


LOOK BEFORE YOU STEP 
The driver who parks his car at the 
curb, swings open the door and steps into 
the street without having looked back, is 
at least in that moment, a fool. 
Many of 
us are fools by this standard. 
It is hard to account for such idiotic 
lapses in the caution that normally protects 
us from some o f life’s more obvious dangers. 
The man who behaves this way on parking 
his car is not given to crossing the street 
without a glance up and down; it is not his 
habit to step blindly into elevators that may 
or may not be there when the door opens;

The DOCTOR SAYS 


T od iy’f Contact Lenses — 
Far Cry From Early Ones

You never know which of your triends are 
wearing contact lenses, because they are Invisible 
while being worn You do know that most pontons 
who are wearing spectacles are not wearing con­ 
tacts, but even th«n you r a n ’t be sure. 
Contact lenses have brei* made for many years 
but were never popular until modern research 
began to get some of the bugs out of them. 
The older lenses were large and covered the 
whites of the eyes as well as the pupil* 
They 
were *o uncomfortable few people could get used 
to them. The new lenses are small and fit over 
tho pupils only. 
The first contact lenses were made of glass, 
but the mild acidity ut the tears atter a few 
m onths of w ear caused clouding of the fu r face 
so th a t thev had to be replaced every three to six 
months. 3310 plastics now used have greatly in­ 
creased the time a single pair of confact lenses 
can be worn. 
Much of the research Ina been done by two 
doctors in Chicago. One of them. Dr. N. K. Wes­ 
ley, was told when he was 21 that he bad a de­ 
formity of the cornea <keratoconusI that would 
sl<>wly but inevitably lead to blindness. Although 
he enrolled al once in a school for the blind, he 
ret used to accept this verdict. 
For six veai-s ne and his partner, Dr. C. N. 
J essen, worked en improving contact lenses. In 
that time Dr. Wesley’s vision had become so poor 
h* couldn’t see beyond two feet, but the contact 
lenses the two doctors designed restored Dr. Wes­ 
ley’s vision to normal. 
This is another instance of necessity tieing the 
m other of invention. 
No one is ever quite so in­ 
terested in saving others from blindness as a per­ 
son who has once almost lost his sight. 
In 1958, Dr. Wesley founded the National Eye 
Research Foundation, a non-profit organization 
that has helped researchers all over the world 
advance the cause of sight-saving. 
Although contact lenses are a specific remedy 
for the many persons with keratoconus who would 
otherwise be blind, they have other uses. 
Nearsighted teen-agers prefer then to glasses; 
athletes, persons who have had a lens removed, 
persons who are so nearsighted fhat they need 
very heavy and unsightly glass lenses, and persons 
who have severe facial skin diseases that would 
bo aggravated by spectacles find contact lenses 
advantageous. 
Every one who would like to w e a r eonta e t 
l » n v » cannot (lo no. 
Anyone w ho has any 
kind of eye inflammation or glauco m a cannot 
w e a r them, an d persons who mus t w ork In a 
very dusty a tm osphere or who a re in danger 
of splashing chem h als in their eves should 
not w e a r them. 
ll dust or chemicals get under the lenses g n a t 
dam age may be done before the irritant can be 
washed out.

The 15th ad v e rsary of this 
declaration will lie observed at

France brought the full weight of crack troops and 
superior equipment to bear upon the Communist Viet Minh 
guerrillas, but by 1949 the hopelessness of the war in this 
land of rice paddies and tropical jungle became apparent. 
France belatedly tried to woo popular support by instal­ 
ling Bao Dai, emperor of the province of Annam, as "chief 
of state.” He had been deposed by the Viet Minh in 1945. 


The end came f v France with the fall of the fortress of 
Dienbienphu in M f 1954. A cease-fire signed in Geneva 
divided Viet N air**xe Korea, into North and South. 
The Communists, led by Ho Chi Minh. got about 62.000 
square miles of territory, an area larger than Georgia, con­ 
taining an estimated 13 million people. South Viet Nam 
''om rnsed 65.000 miles and an estimated 12 million people. 


In October 1955, Ngo Dinh Diem proclaimed South Viet 
Nam a republic and became its first president. (He was re­ 
elected for a second five-year term in 1961.) The unlucky 
Bao Dai was ousted again. 
Supported by American aid. which began to flow in 1961, 
the Diem government has not brought democracy to South 
Viet Nam, nor has it been able to stamp out the Reds.
